TREASURY COLLECTIN 
MORE THAN EXPECTED 


‘Will Be Able to Meet Matur- 
ing Obligations Without 
Refmancing.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Unex- 
| pectedly large increases in income 
tax and other internal revenue re- 
'ceipts will make it possible for the 
Treasury to meet its maturing obli- 
| gations at the end of this quarter 
without new fimpancing., This is the 
first time since the World War that 


the Treasury has been able to re- 
tire securities fallimg due at the 
end of a quarter out of current 
funds and have enough left on 
hand or in sight to meet require-

As a result, the public debt will 
be reduced $333,000,000, the total 
of short-term securities falling due 
June 15.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 8.— 
Republicans active in United States 
Senator Williams’ “renomination 
campaign organization are in ses- 
sion in Jefferson City today on 
campaign plans.

Baker, both 
“dry,” that they were supporting 
the Senator would be sufficient to 
arouse the interest of their fol- 
lowers outn the State, but so far 
not the slightest activity for Wil- 
liams has been noticeable. Instead, 
it is said, there have been discour- 
aging reports that “the boys were 
waiting to see what he said on pro- 
hibition.” 

Two Elements to Satisfy. 

Now the managers are seeking 
some way to satisfy the “dry” ele- 
ment, but in dotng that they are 
bothered about how they can kerp 
the ‘wets” in St. Louis and a few 
counties satisfied.

An odd-looking shade on a floor 
lamp 1s made like a tall Japanese 
box kite. The four panels are Japn- 
gauze, painted with familiar 
phases of the kife-flying season in 
the Orient, the boxing stripes br- 
ing made of biack or red lacqu»r. 

The straight Japanese umbrelia 
Shade is rather new and is usc i 
over a lantern type of lamp. Th 
shade has a bamboo frame, wi*h 
painted paper ribs. and there is a 
great deal of gold used in the pain*- 
ed design. The shade is decidedly 
larger than that used on other 
lamps, but is effective and oddly 
decorative.
